Auto Washing Made Easy— 


Use Compressed Air 


A new, effective, rapid and inexpen- 


sive method of washing automobiles 
:ias been devised by tha use of com- 
pressed afr to regulate the force under 
which the water is applied in removing 
the mud, dual and grease from the 
motor car. 


A.nozzle IE used which consists of a 


^3-Inch, pipe about 2 feet long that ^has 
two separate passages under individ- 
ual valve control. 
One valve admits 


the water supply from the city main 
while the other, which Is attached to 
the nozzle at an angle, admits the com- 
pressed air. 


2he operator turns on the water 


and then regulates the air valve until 
the desired pressure is obtained. This 
system is especially efficacious in re- 
moving grraso and grime which ac- 
cumulate on the axles, springs, shackles 
and steering1 knuckles—filth which ifi 
almost impossible to remove by hand. 


Furthermore, after a car is washed,

Auto Washing Made Easy— 


Use Compressed Air 


A nev:, effective, rapid and inexpen- 


sive method of washing automobiles 
has been devised by the use of com- 
pressed air to regulate Ihe force under 
which Ihe ^vater is applied In removing 
tho mud, dust and grease from the 
motor car. 


A nozzle is used which consists of a 


&-lnch pipe about 2 feet long that has 
two separate passages under Individ- 
ual valve control. Onp valve admits 
tho water supply from" the city main 
while the other, which IB attached ,to 
the nozzle at an angle, admits tho com- 
pressed air. 


The operator turns on the water 


and then regulates tho air valve until 
the desired pressure Is obtained. This 
system Is especially efficacious- in re- 
moving grease and grime 
which ac- 


cumulate on the axles, springs, shackles 
and steering knuckles—flllh which Is 
almost impossible to remove by hand, - 


Furthermore, after n, car Is washed, 


the atlenda-nta can go over the car 
with tho water shut oft using tho com- 
pressed air which ranges from 50 to 125 
pounds pressure- per square Ir.ch, to 
blow out all the water from the joints 
and cracks. 


A two-cylinder compressor of 71-3 In. 


boro driven by a 20 borse power oil en- 
gine is ordinarily sufficient to main- 
tain tho air pressure at 
100 to 125 


pounds In a tan'* 4 feet in diameter and 
9 feat long. 
The car to be washed la 


first cleaned thoroughly b>' the use of 
compressed air. which removes all dust 
nnd dirt from the cushions, unholstery, 
lop. 


Alongside tho car are also ft scries 


of similar waterpipes which spray wa- 
ter under pressure over each wheel. 


When the water Is turned on and the 


air pressure applied, tha water fs driv- 
en In fine streams all over the run- 
ning gear ami underside of the ma- 
chine. This softens and loosens all the 
dirt, mud and grease on the chassis.
